All business with the Patent or Trademark Office should be transacted in writing. The personal attendance of applicants or their attorneys or agents at the Patent and 
Trademark Office is unnecessary.

- An indication whether or not an exhibit was shown or a demonstration conducted 

- An identification of the specific prior art discussed 

- An indication whether an agreement was reached and if so, a description of the general nature of the agreement (may be by 
attachment of a copy of amendments or claims agreed as being allowable). Note: Agreement as to allowability is tentative and does 
not restrict further action by the examiner to the contrary. 

- The signature of the examiner who conducted the interview (if Form is not an attachment to a signed Office action) 

It is desirable that the examiner orally remind the applicant of his or her obligation to record the substance of the interview of each case. It 
should be noted, however, that the Interview Summary Form will not normally be considered a complete and proper recordation of the interview 
unless it includes, or is supplemented by the applicant or the examiner to include, all of the applicable items required below concerning the 
substance of the interview.

Discussion revolved about clarification of claim 28 and suggestions for possible changes to the claim language that 
could help put the claim limitations in better condition for allowance or appeal. 

It was suggested that the claims would better differentiate over the applied art if the "selecting" and "receiving" steps 
were more actively recited and if the "using" step was more clearly defined. 

It was further pointed out to Applicant that any changes to claim language must be supported in the originally filed 
specification. It is requested that Applicant point to specific page and line numbers of the originally filed specification for 
support of any newly added limitations. 

Examiner will reconsider the references in light of amendments made that clarify the claims. .
